This decision is issued in response to the "Petition Under 37 CFR 1.182 To Correct 

Inventor's Name" filed 02 September 2008. Applicants have submitted the required petition fee.

The petition also 
includes the required statement from the third inventor confirming that, due to divorce and a 
subsequent marriage, the inventor's name was legally changed from Miho URAKUBO (as listed 
on the original international application) to Miho INOUE and then to her current name, Miho 
TAKABE (as listed on the declaration filed 09 June 2008). These materials satisfy the 
requirements for a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.182 to change the name of record for this 
inventor from to Miho TAKABE.
